The Israelites of old who left 
Egypt 
were 
railed

Church 
fActs 7 35'. yet their high priest, 
Aaron, sinned by worshipping a 
golden 
calf. 
The 
lineal 
de­ 
scendants of Aaron presided over 
the temple in Jesus' day. but He 
called it a “den of thieves.” The 
lawful high priest 
speaking in 
his official capacity even called 
Christ 
Jesus 
a 
blasphemer 
(Matthew 
26:65». 
The 
Jewish 
Church at that time claimed to 
be the one true Church, yet the 
Apostles turned away from if. 


When the Lord Jesus spoke 
concerning the Church. He did 
not 
say, 
"I 
will 
build 
my 
churches.” He was very definite. 
“T wlIJ build mv Church.” It is 
one Church and only one This 
is 
a 
promise 
for 
a 
unified 
Church. This is historically what 
the Church down through 
the 
ages has meant when it has 
said. 
“T 
believe 
in 
the 
Holy 
Catholic 
Church." 
The 
basic 
meaning of the word Catholic is 
universal or complete The Holy 
Catholic Church is the universal 
unified Church of Christ — de­ 
fined in the Nicene Creed 
as 
“the communion of the saints.” 


Let us ask ourselves, however, 
in what does this unity or ca'ho- 
lieitv consist'’ The Word of God 
is clear, for we read in 


1:23, ‘ Which <the Church» is His 
body, the fullness of Him that 
filleth all in all.” 
What is the 
unifying factor that makes the 
Church a unity? Again the Word 
is clear, for we read in I Corin­ 
thians 12:12-14: “For as the body 
is one and hath many members, 
and all the members of that one 
body, being many, are one body, 
so also is Christ. 
For by one 
Spirit are we all baptized into 
one body, whether we be Jews or 
Gentiles, whether we be bond 
or free and have been all made 
to drink mto one Spiri* For the 
body is not one mernbe: 
but 
many.” Thus if say» verv defi­

many 
members 
'that is. tru*' Chris­ 
tians» of the body (that is. the 
Church': but there is only one 
body, and that which binds the 
members into that one body is 
the Holy Spirit in them

sequently, the Word of God em­ 
phasizes that the unity of the 
Church Is an internal and 
in­ 
visible unity: It is based on the 
indwelling Holv Spirit in the in­

Neither is the Holy Catholic

a hay rack within easy reaching 
distance of the calf.
